“I think ‘basketball is a much more 
strenuous game, and yet we hear lit- 
tle talk of prohibiting school boys from 
playing.” 

“I have heard no general expressions of 
complaint against football from Boston 
school authorities, and to nf knowledge 
there is no disposition to check the game 
among local school boys.”

“In considering the results of the re- 
cent tariff legislation it is indispensable 
in my judgment to keep two important 
Aactors in mind. The first is that the 
Payne law is but an incident in a tariff! 
revision movement by and within the 
Republican party. sanetioned and under- | 
taken by the party itself and advocated 
by President Taft, in office and out of, 
office, and by President McKinley with 
almost his last words. 

“The second is that it is the resultant 
effect on the movement which it is im- 
portant to take into account and esti- 
inate, and not, essentially, anything else. 

“An excellent reason ‘or a reasonable 
postponement of attempts at further leg- 
islation is that it is uniwersally believed 
that we ought to do no more legislating 
on the tariff until we know better how to 
legislate on it. The optnion is practically 
universal that we have seen the last of 
the log-rolling system of legislation 
upon such an important subject, and! that 
hereafter such legislation must be based, 
on facts and knowledge and invesfiga- 
tion, and not on mere bartering between 
sections and different interests.

To many persons/there seems to be in 
John Luther Long’s short story, “Madam 
Butterfly,” little on which to build an 
or, in other words, Puccini's 
“Madama Butterfly” seems give an 
inadequate measure of arias, duets and 
choruses In comparison with other stand- 
ard operas of the modern repertory. This 
gvork, being simply an operatic treat- 
ment of a type et plot in which a short 
story writer has cast his ideas, is not to 
regarded as an example of grand 
opera in the usual sense of the term. 
Puccini saw in the “Madam Butterfly” 
story as chance to create a new kind of 
musical and dramatie picture, and he 
created it Without much regard for the 
established canons of opera making. It 
is a beautiful picture to those who like 
to have operatic methods of expression 
put to new and special uses, to thése who 
can be content to spend an evening at 
the opera house with a work that does 
not attempt to sum up in itself all the 
musical and dramatic achievement of the 
centuries.

follow in the ordinary process of law. Secretary MacVeagh in his 
report touches upon a salient point in the case when he declares that 
the custom house service must be purged of the influence of local 
politics and politicians if it is ever to be freed permanently from 
dishonesty and fraud. He brings out clearly, too, the fact that what 
is aunmed at now, and what, above all things, must be achieved, is a 
complete uncovering of the conditions that have made the frauds

he savs, “are but unavoidable instances of the purpose to rehabilitate 
the service.”

From all accounts we are lapsing lamentably in this particular.

Comment in the newspapers 
indicates that the departure from the better customs and manners of 
the past is widespread. It is particularly noticeable, of course, in 


crowded cities, but it is far from being absent in communities where . 


public sentiment a generation ago would show it no toleration. 

Reasons are given for it, excuses are offered for it, but neither 
are adequate, and neither should have weight. There are conditions, 
it is true, that seem to explain the growth of rudeness, but men who 
are moved by right instincts will not permit these conditions to rise 
between them and proper respect for women.

— : Wi.uiaMm II., in his last speech from the 
throne at/the Prussian Diet, had frankly 
admitted the necessity of electoral reform in 
his kingdom'and the problem was referred to 
a commission of inquiry. What became of 
it,; what conclusions were reached, nobody 
Seems to know, but it is certain that the 
results of the last elections in Saxonv and 
elsewhere, with their tremendous socialist 
victories, had unfavorable, not to sav discour- 
aging, effect on the reform movement in Prussia. When the Saxon 
clectoral law was reformed, the introduction of the plural vote was 
heheved to be a sufficient safeguard against socialist ascendency, 
inasmuch as the masses were not likely to qualify for more inns tone 
vote to the extent that the classes could. Yet the socialist victories 
were unprecedented. e 

The present electoral law of Prussia provides for an indirect 
vote, public and oral, and is certainly the least democratic form in 
existence, one that strikes socialism particularly hard. But since the 
elections in Saxony-have shown how completely the introduction of 
universal suffrage will reverse the situation, there is now no other 
party in Prussia sincerely desirous of the proposed electoral reform, 
not even if tempered by the plural vote. The Democrats may still 
claim universal suffrage, but it is scarcely more than a form, while 
the tangible reform advocated by the Liberals ts nothing more than 
a change from public to secret voting in which they are supported by 
the ‘Center party. The Conservatives, of course, cling stubbornly to 
the status quo, despite the passage in the Kaiser’s message réferring 


Prussia 's 
Electoral 
Reform 
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to the urgency of the reform. They,explain this by saying that the 
passage expressed not the Emperor's but the government s view, and 
that Prince Buelow fully expected that the Emperor would skip 
the passage when he read the message at the opening of the Diet. 

There is no doubt that the electoral reform proposal will cause a 
stormy and protracted debate in the Diet and probably also a 
manifestation in the Reichstag, but it is generally foreseen that Herr 
von Bethmann-Hollweg, should he decline to submit to the 
Conservative stand-patter, will be able to adjourn the whole matter 
despite all protests from the other extreme. For how long 1s another 
matter, for the Prussian electoral “Drei-Klassen” system 1s notori- 
ously the worst in existence and its reform is bound to come just as 
soon as the apprehension of socialist ascendency caused by the recent 
Saxon elections shall have disappeared. But from the international 
point of view this revival of socialist influence in Germany is 
decidedly beneficial, as it accounts, in a large measure, for certain 
improvements in ipternational relations. 


AltHOUGH it may fairly be said that Denver 
is engaged in an experiment with regard to 
the establishment of a municipal theater, the 
city cannot be said to be engaged upon an 
innovation. Whatever is experimental about 
the undertaking is so because this 1s the new 
world, not the old. The civic theater is as 
old as Greek and Roman civilization. It was 
an institution of the middle ages. It has an 
unbroken history extending from 500 years 
before the Christian era to the present time. Nevertheless, its intro- 
duction to the United States must be regarded as an experiment, 
because many things that have withstood the test of ages and are still 
flourishing in the older hemisphere have failed to take root in the 
younger. . 

Behind the Denver undertaking there appears to be the worthiest 
of motives. It occurred to Mayor Speer of that city, as it must 
have occurred to thinking people in all of our cities, that the kind 
of entertainment upon which the masses of the people are dependent 
is not the kind that elevates, and that since entertainment is sought 
by all classes, and very often with a great longing, and chiefly with 
an innocent desire to. be amused, the entertainment furnished should 
be of the best and cleanest character. Mayor Speer’s idea was that 
the municipality should go as far as it legally could toward furnishing 
its citizens with first-class performances at the minimum of cost. 
The city owned the Auditorium, constructed at a cost of $400,000 for 
the accommodation of political conventions and other large gather- 
ings. Mayor Speer had much to do with the designing of this 
building, and he had a portion of the great structure so arranged 
that it could easily be converted into a large theater. Recently a 
contract went into effect with one of the prominent theatrical booking 
concerns, under the terms of which the latter was to furnish the 
attractions. The present arrangement is for a season of twenty 
weeks. Receipts and @xpenses are shared on a basis of 30 per cent 
to the city and 70 per cent to the managers. The maximum price of 
admission is fixed at $1 and the scale runs down until the humblest 
in Denver need not be shut out by the price. The attendance for the 
opening week averaged 2700 and the receipts were close to $12,000. 

Although Mayor Speer’s project from all appearances is success- 
ful, it is still in an experimental stage. Sooner or later it will very 
likely meet sharp and. persistent competition. Yet its future is 
dependent mainly upon the wisdom of its own management. If it 
be maintained upon a high plane and managed with regard to popular 
demand for first-class entertainment and variety, it need not fear 
competition or opposition, and other cities in time can hardly avoid 
following Denver's example.

The 
allied Conservatives and Liberals defeated 
the Radicals and socialists by two seats, not- 
withstanding that the latter parties had the 
absolute majority in eighty-nine electoral dis- 
tricts, while the allies had it in only thirty- 
four.

A vehethent attack on Momtster 
Ihlen, another Radical, was repulsed too late, and the Conservatives 
won another victory. Bug it was characteristic of the whole cam- 
paign that the allies’ tactics were purely negative. They showed mo 
constructive program whatever. The allies profess to labor tor the 
true dominion of the people, but each has its own interpretation of 
this ideal condigion. ‘Fhe Conservatives have always been in fay 
of tempering the people’s governance by empowering the crown to 
dissolve Parliament. while the Liberals insist on the plebiscite alongs 
with that crown privilege.

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Ir 1s only a matter of common justice to 
say that President Taft, as revealed by the 
report of Secretary of the Treasury Mac- 
Veagh, is striving to fulfil his pledge to re- 
duce the cost of administration to eon 
possible point compatible with efficient” public 
service. Our readers, havesbeen intormed 
from time to time with regard to the efforts 
making by the different heads. of depart- 
ments, under direction of the President, to 
scale down the estimates. We now have the result of all the pruning 
that has been done. 

First af all, we learn that the grand total of these estimates, 
$732,223,075, is $103,370,303 less than the appropriations for the 
current fiscal year, and $123,066,493 under the estimates for 1910, 
submitted a year ago. To arrive at this result it was necessary, to 
cut into projects which if carried out would undoubtedly prove use- 
ful, but of which the loss, or postponement, gwill not be felt by the 
country. Thus, public works contemplated by the treasfry depart- 
iment have experienced retrenchment: to the extent of $12,000,000; 
the estimates of the war department have been cut $8,500,000, -of 
the navy department $26,000,000, of the postoffice department 
$5,000,000, of the commerce and labor department $8,000,000, etc. 

It now remains to be seen what Congress will do with measures 
calling for large appropriations. The waterway: and- conservation 
projects, with’ which the President is to deal in a special message, will 
require bond issues rather than direct financial aid; but there are 
numerous improvement propositions, that will call for appropriations 
should Congress act upon them favorably. ee 

There is no reason why our government should be parsimonious
